New bal- 
lots will be ordered printed at 
once. 
James Arnold, 77 years old, 


'died iFriday night at 10 o'clock 
at the home of his nephew, Alli- 
son Arnold, north of Gwynne- 
ville. Mr. Arnold, whose home 
was near Charlottesville, was 
born in North Carolina Decem- 
ber 11, 1852, and came to this 
county when only six years old. 
He was a candidate for assessor 
in 
Bipley 
township, 
having 


served in that position during 
the past term. 
Paralysis was the cause of 
death, Mr. Arnold having suf- 
fered a stroke a week ago Tues- 
day-when tie and Mrs. Arnold 
were visiting at the home of 
Allison Arnold. Mr. Arnold, who 
was a retired farmer, was a 
member of the United Brethren 
church. 


Surviving are the widow and 


the following children: W. S. 
Arnold of Indianapolis; Frank 
and Will Arnold of Gwynneville; 
Oler Arnold of this city; Mrs. 
Pearl Rutherford of Raymond, 
Wash.; Mrs. Ona Fletcher of 
Princeton; and Mrs. Maggie 
Talbert of Morristown.

Miss Claribel Moore, awarded 


a Carnegie medal lor saving the 
life of Miss EUa Sussdorf, of 
Cincinnati, on January 26, 1929, 
by pulling her from a 'blazing 
automobile 
which had over- 


turned and caught fire after 
striking a culvert on U. S. Road 
52 southeast of the city, now re- 
sides in Chicago. At the time of 
the accident she was visiting 
her sister, Mrs. Will Amos near 
whose home the accident oc- 
curred. 


Miss Moore heard the crash 


and saw the 
automobile in 


flames through a window of the. 
Amos home. Hearing Miss Suss- 
dorf's 
screams, Miss 
Moore 


rushed to the wrecked car and 
pulled the Cincinnati woman 
from the car through a window. 
Despite the fact that she was 
fought off by Miss Sussdorf, 
whose clothing was on fire, Miss 
Moore threw the woman to the 
ground and wrapped rugs, which 
she had taken from the floor of 
the Amos home as she left- the 
house, about her, smothering the 
flames. 
Miss Moore was burned badly 


about" the hands\in pulling Miss 
Sussdorf from the car. The lat- 
ter, though 
seriously burned 


about the face and body, even- 
tually recovered. The woman's 
companion, 
an t Indianapolis 


man, perished in the flaming 
car. which was completely de- 
stroyed. 
Miss Moore formerly was a 


school teacher hi Indianapolis 
and at the time of the heroic act 
was visiting at the Amos home 
and nursing her mother, who 
was then in ill health and died 
several months after the inci- 
dent.

Act in Rescuing Woman 


from Car. 


DRAGGED WOMAN OUT 


OF BLAZING MACHINE 


Miss Moore and Greencastle 


Man Only Indiana Resi- 


dents Honored. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Nov. 1 (AP.)— 


A man and a woman, both resi- 
dents of Indiana, were awarded 
bronze medals by the Carnegie 
hero fund commission today, 
the man for his feat in saving 
a laborer from suffocation, the 
woman 
for rescuing another 


woman from a burning automo- 
bile. 
The awards were to Leo Frank- 


lin Cox, Elizabeth street, Rural 
Route 5, Greencastle and Miss 
Claribel B. Moore, R. R. 1, Rush- 
vifle. Forty-four other similar 
awards were made in recogni- 
tion of acts of heroism through- 
out the United States and Can- 
ada. 


Cox, 39 years old, a track fore- 


man, saved Milford Boswell, 30, 
from suffocation at Greencastle 
when Boswell was overcome by 
gasoline fumes while working in 
a tank car March 30, 1930. Hold- 
ing his breath to avoid being af- 
fected by the fumes, Cox de- 
scended into the tank car and 
lashed a rope around the un- 
conscious man. Forced to take 
a short breath, he found him- 
self being affected by the gas, 
and so climbed to safety. Oth- 
ers drew Boswell to the open 
air. 


Miss Moore, 41, rescued Ella 


Sussdorf, 39, from burning to 
death at Rushville January "26, 
1929, when Miss Sussdorf's auto- 
mobile ran into a culvert abut- 
ment, overturned and caught 
fire. Running to the scene in 
the darkness, Miss Moore found 
the car burning within and 
without except a small area near 
a dor. Though realizing she 
would be burned, Miss Moore op- 
ened the door, reached in and 
pulled Miss Susdorf from the 
machine, then beat out the fire 
consuming the victim's clothing. 
Both women were burned seri- 
ously, but lived. 


The commission also made a 
posthumous award of a bronze 
medal to Lecil S. Shickley, 48, 
a foreman of linemen, who died 
in attempting to same Allie K. 
Hardesty, 16, from drowning in 
White river at Lawrenceburg 
July 4, 1927. The medal was 
awarded and sent to the man's 
sister, Dora S. Harlow, New 
York. Both Shickley and Miss 
Hardesty were drowned when 
the girl seized her rescuer about 
the neck and both were sub- 
merged. 


GEORGE HILLIGOSS DIES 


Farmer Living Northwest of 


Moscow Expires Suddenly at 


Home This Morning. 


. George Hilligoss, farmer, age 
74 years, died this morning a"t 
six o'clock at his home two miles 
northwest of Moscow. He had 
been in poor health for some 
time and suffered a hemmorhage 
of the brain, which resulted in 
his death.

and lived most of his life hi 
Orange township. Besides the 
widow, he is survived by one son, 
William of Lewis Creek and one 
daughter, Mrs. Chester White- 
man, who resides at home.

Submits Report to Gov- 


ernor Calling for Nine 


Hospitals. 


ONE WOULD BE BUILT 


IN EASTERN INDIANA 


Indianapolis, Nov. 1 (A.P.)— 


The state anti-tuberculosis com- 
mission today submitted to Gov- 
ernor Harry G. Leslie a six-year 
plan for extending tuberculosis 
sanitarium facilities establish- 
ing nine new state sanitariums 
with 85 counties participating, 
thus caring for 650 more pa- 
tients. 


The new capacity for patients 


added to the present 1,156 ca- 
pacity already provided by seven 
county institutions and the state 
sanitarium at Rockville, would 
bring the total capacity to 1,- 
806. 
v 


The plan, detailed hi 18 pages, 


said that the cost would be apr 
proximately one and -one-half 
times as that now required by 
the state sanitarium and would 
care for .many more patients. 


In the second year after the 


plan is adopted an additional 
sanitarium would be established 
in the area comprising Henry, 
Rush, Decatur, Randolph, Fay- 
ette, Wayne, Franklin, Dearborn 
and Ripley counties. 


A proposed bill for. the next 


legislature was attached to the 
report, which suggested a divis- 
ion of tuberculosis of the state 
board of health to have charge 
of administration and supervis- 
ion of the hospitals, providing 
for state aid to build, hospitals 
for counties upon petition of 200 
or more taxpayers;' a.$10,000 
annual, appropriation for the 
operation of the tuberculosis di- 
vision of the state board of 
health; establishment of a six- 
mill levy on each $100 taxable 
property and declaring an emer- 
gency.

WTASHINGTON. — The recent 
" flood of campaign oratory has 
proved again that politicians re- 
gard most of us as dumbbells, but 
those who are a bit tired 'of hear- 
ing about things from the partisan 
slant can listen to Sir Philip 
Gibbs, who at least is no Repute 
lican or Democrat, and has-been 
talking about us with, supposed 
impartiality rather than with a 
hot desire for_electioa^tO-Con- 
gress. 


'Gibbs is a'«eIebratedTSritlsn 


journalist who travels around the 
world and meets important people 
and writes about things. In his 
book just out, which is called 
"Since Then" or "The Disturbing 
Story of a World at Peace," and 
tells what a heck of a world this 
has been since the war, he devotes 
a long chapter to post-war Amer- 
ica and sums as up iB_this man- 
ner: 


States stand at the open gate of a 
new era, uncertain of their future 
destiny, bewildered by this tur- 
moil of new ideas among* the 
younger crowd, conscious of many 
stresses and strains 'Within their 
own social state. Their enormous 
power is a little frightening be- 
cause of great responsibilities. 


Finds "Superiority" on Wane 
"They have lost (or are losing) 


cheir old confidence in . a moral 
superiority to the rest of the hu- 
man family. They are deeply self- 
critical. They are watching them- 
selves not without anxiety, be- 
cause of increasing lawlessness in 
certain classes. But, in the vast 
majority, they 'have an energy, a 
Joyous vitality, an alertness of 
mind, a shrewd humor, a balanced 
common sense, a good nature and 
a gift of laughter which can 
hardly fail them whatever the 
dangers and difficulties ahead in 
this uncertain world." 


Gibbs gives us a good break in 


most instances. He says it wasn't 
our greed for gold that caused us 
to insist on war .debt payment, 
but our "utter conviction that all 
business morality would vanish, 
and all 
international relations 


would be made impossible, if loans 
made to a nation in time of need 
should not be paid back honorably 


.d* without evasion."

He says the charge-that we *r? 


selfish "breaks down in view -of 
the boundless generosity of indi- 
vidual Americans in every part ol 
the country, .in every little town, 
in thousands of little homes." He 
means'our post-war, European re- 
lief contributions. 


Harding, according to Gibos 


was a "good-natured,, well-mean- 
ing' man, but not a.man of first- 
class Intelligence lor first-class 
character." As for Coolidge, the 
American people knew "he would 
•just do nothing, and that: was just 
what they needed," And about 
Hoover: 
• " • . . . * though he was no senti- 


mentalist, he had a little flame, of 
idealism hidden behind his puggy 
face, as 1 happened to know by 
private conversation with •him"

'The anthor describes, as a mat. 


ter of significance, the rise and 
decline of the Ku Klnx Klan, 
saying that the American sense or 
humor came to the rescue and 
ridiculed the klan to death.

lions who had abandoned dog- 
matic forms of religion or had 
modified their faith according to 
modern theories." 


Reviewing the familiar benefit* 


and evils of prohibition. Sir Philip 
says, on the basis of his own ob- 
servations over here:«. 


"The 
'noble experiment' had 


been too drastic. It was a law 
imposed upon the individual— 
millions of individuals—without 
consent. It tried to take away a 
pleasure which is harmless and 
stimulating—giving a little son;! 
and color to life—if. not abused."

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PEDESTRIANS HAVE RIGHTS. 


The Ohio court of appeals has come to the 


rescue of the down-trodden pedestrian in aVde- 
cision upholding the pedestrian's right-of-way 
at a crossing despite traffic signal shifts. 


In effect the court holds that pedestrians have 


the right-of-way not only at uncontrolled cross- 
ings but also when they have entered an inter- 
section on a green light, and further holds that 
the pedestrian has the right-of-way until he 
reaches the opposite curb, without regard to the 
change of lights during his passage of the cross- 
ing. 


"When a pedestrian steps from a curb to cross 


the street, having a green signal with him, he 
does so by way of invitation and he can not be 
charged with contributory neglect if the signal 
switches when he is in the street. Caught in this 
position, the obligation rests upon the motorist 
not only to observe the situation, but to wait un- 
til the crossing is clear," the decision declares. 


"Many automobile divers, continues the court, 


"seein to imagine that with the shift of the sig- 
nal they are given a clear right-of-way against 
intersecting traffic. 
In this belief they reck- 


lessly start their machines regardless of persons 
who are already on the intersection. It is the 
duty of drivers of machines to exercise greatest 
vigilance and care under such circumstances 
and not only to have their machines under con- 
trol, but to stop and wait until pedestrians have 
had an opportunity to clear the crossing. Failure 
to observe these precautions constitutes neg- 
ligence on the part of the driver, which, in case 
of accident, is chargeable to him," the court's 
decision concludes. 


This principle will likely be upheld in other 


courts and the auto drivers who think because 
they drive a car that the pedestrians have no 
rights had better be careful.

preserved, and all marvelously charished by the 
French government.

of Germany and. before coming 
io America married Lizzie Clavel, 
\vith whom he came. to' this 
2ountry a short time before the 
Revolution. He was tailor by 
trade, but later in life-followed 
farming. In 1781 he left Penn- 
sylvania w'here he had settled, 
and migrated to Kentucky and 
settled in Fleming county, where 
ifter long and useful lives, they 
both died:

His son John . Hilligoss was 


jorn in Pennsylvania hi 1775 and 
went with his parents to Ken- 
lucky. Raised on a farm he fol- 
owed farming all his life. .He 
was married soon after he reach- 
ed twenty one, to Miss Nancy 
3chockley,:a native of Maryland. 
3he was of English descent and 
vas the daughter of William 
jchoekley, a native of Maryalnd, 
ind for fifteen years a sailor, but 
ji later years went to and set- 
tled in Kentucky. 


To this union were born eight 


:ons -and two daughters viz: 
William S., George B., Eli, Mary, 
Tohn, James S., Elias T., Sanford 
H., Hiilda Ann and Johnathan 
3. The family moved to Brown 
•ounty, Ohio, in 1825 and hi 1834 
.-efnoved to Rush county, Ind. 


Elias Truitt Hilligoss was the 


seventh child of John Hilligoss 
ind was born hi Fleming county, 
Kentucky, March 2, 1319 and 
.vas raised on a farm. He re- 
ceived- his education in the pio- 
.ieer schools of Ohio, and when 
le began life for himself, had no 
capital but an eighty of -Con- 
fess Land." But he was ener- 
getic and industrious and soon 
became .a prosperous farmer. On 
Sept. 27, 1838, he was married to 
Miss Nancy Thomas, who was 
born Nov. 3, 1817, in Lewis coun- 
ty, Ky., a daughter of David and 
Mary (McQueen) Thomas. 


To this union were bom seven 


children viz: Missouri, Jane, 
fancy I., Daniel W., Wmfleld 
Scott, Mary A., and Henry Clay.- 
In 1839 he joined the Christian 
:hurch and through life, was a 
Jriend of the schools and chur- 
;hes, as well as an elder for 
/ears, in his own church.

T'. H. C. (Henry Clay) the 


youngest child of Elias and 
tfancy Hilligoss, was born May 
14, 1855 hi Orange township and 
was an enterprising stock raiser 
and farmer. On\ June'4, 1876, 
Thomas Henry Clay Hilligoss 
was married to Margaret M. 
Machlan, daughter of Benja- 
min and Louisa (Hume) Mach- 
!an. The history of the Hilligoss 
family has been put in book 
form, and I regret very much 
ihat I have never seen a copy as 
this family has a worthy and in- 
teresting history, but available 
records are wanting. 


John Machlan was born in 


Scotland hi 1763 and came to 
America when young. He settled 
and was married hi Lycoming 
Bounty, Pa. His wife was Hester 
Jpdegraft, born in that coun- 
,ry of French parents. They had 
;he following children: Rebecca, 
John, William, George and two 
others who died in infancy. The 
mother died hi Pennsylvania 
ind adversity caused the father 
to move to Ohio.

John Machlan, Jr., was born

Sarah, Mary, Wilfaert, Margaret, 
George and two, who died hi in- 
fancy.

William Machlan, brother of 


Benjamin, was the second child 
of John Machlan, Jr., and was 
born Feb. 2, 1825, hi Rush county 
and raised on the farm, receiv- 
ing such education as the com- 
mon schools of the times afford- 
ed. Early hi 1845, he was mar- 
ried to Sarah Carpenter, who 
was born hi Butler county, Ohio, 
May 3, 1825. They were the par- 
ents of John, Catherine and 
Merritt Machlan. 


William McGinness was born 


in Ireland and came to this 
country before the Revolution 
and settled in Kentucky. Later 
he moved with his family to In- 
diana and settled hi Rush coun- 
ty but still later moved to Han- 
cock county, where he died. He 
was a teacher by profession and 
was an intelligent and respected 
man. 


His son Samuel was born hi 


Nicholas county, Ky., April 1, 
1795, but was left behind, when 
his parents came to Indiana. 
There he grew up to manhood 
and was married to Sarah Ear- 
lywhie. Soon after he carne to 
Rush county and settled hi 
Orange township, where his son 
Lloyd W. McGinness was born 
Nov. 1, 1837. Samuel died June 
14, 1869. His wife, who was born 


hi Nicholas county, Ky., April 13, 
179tf, died'in Rush county, April 
20, 1869. Her marriage to Sam- 
uel McGinniss occurred October. 
10, 1816. They were the parents 
of the following named children: 
William, Mary. Dulcina, Orville 
S., James, Franklin, John M., 
Sanford, Elizabeth and Lloyd W. 


Lloyd W. McGinniss was raised 


on a farm and dint and hard la- 
bor .and never tiring energy 
made a success in life. January 
16; 1858, he was married to Sarah 
Early wine, who was born in Ni- 
cholas county, Ky., the daughter 
of Daniel and Sarah (Gohegan) 
Earlywirie, May 6, 1833. They 
were the parents of three chil- 
dren viz: Josephine, William and 
Arthur M.—the last named dy- 
ing in Rushville a few years ago. 


Joseph Owen of Orange town- 


ship was the grandson of a na- 
tive of Georgia of Scottish des- 
cent whose father came to Amer- 
ica, about the tune of the French 
and Indian wars. He was then 
living hi Georgia and was killed 
by a band of tories. Grandfa- 
ther Owen was a farmer and 
miller. He was an early settler hi 
Rush county. About 1821 he 
came from North Carolina to 
Montgomery county, Ohio, and 
later to Indiana and settled on 
Flat Rock creek, Orange town- 
ship, where he built a mill, which 
was the first operated in that 
township. 


Benjamin Owen was born hi 


North Carolina, November 15, 
1808 and came with his father to 
this state. His whole life was 
identified- with the history of 
Orange township. In 1829 he was 
married to Millie Raymond, by 
whom he had ten children. His 
second wife was Sarah Berry 
and his third Jane Sliger. 


Joseph Owen, son of above, 


was born in Rush county, Nov. 
18, 1833 and was raised on a 
farni, educated hi the country 
schools and hi 1857 was married 
to Sarah Farlow by whom he 
had three sons and one daugh- 
ter viz: Benjamin L., John, El- 
mer and Mary. Never a politi- 
cian nor office seeker, Mr. Owen 
led a calm and independent life 
but was a friend to worthy pub- 
lic improvements, schools and 
churches. 


Benjamin L. Owen was born hi 


Orange township, Dec. 21, 1857, 
and married Sara^i Marsh, also 
of that township on March 27,
